Great B riiain and 
Italy hare re­ 
nounced any responsibility for the ac­ 
tion of Germany and expressed their 
regret. 
Through their representatives 
they have informed Mr. Bowen that 
they will stand by all agreem ents they 
have made with him, and will not bs 
Influenced by the action of Germany. 
Both the British and Italian protocols 
provide for a cash payment of 5.O0O 
pounds and for the submission of the 
question of preferential treatm ent to 
T h e Hague. 
They contain r e tommcndations for 
the lenowal of all previous treaties of 
amity and commerce, and the Italian 
claims, which never have been adjudi­ 
cated without further arbitration, after 
her commission 
has 
arbitrated the 
other claims. 
With th e exception of the demand for 
an increased cash payment, the pro­ 
tocol of Germany In all essential re­ 
spects will conform to that of “Great 
Britain, but will be somewhat mote 
concise. 
All three protocols, It Is un­ 
derstood, will provide for the imme­ 
diate return of all vessels seized by 
the blockading ships. 
It is said that tne action of Germany 
In asking for $340,000 instead of con­ 
tenting herself with 5500 pounds, is 
due to the misunderstanding of certain 
steps In the negotiations which had 
been passed on by Count Quadt before 
the arrival of Baron von Sternberg Mr. 
Bowen holds that Germany is bound by 
the act of its representative.
